I repent, if we da nothing 
we might die the death of a reaciionary 
suïcide, That t$, by doing nothing we 
are accepting the sitmtion, The 
Sitmtion is a condüion of reaction t so, 
therafore, a reaction will cause our 
death. We unU not accept Htat. Matter 
of fact, we say that if the altermtives 
are very narrow, we stilï will not sit 
araund, We will not die the death of 


the Tews in Germany* We iwuW rptkor 
die the death of tbc dews in Wursaw, 
becauye we feel that where 
the re is courage, where there is $etf~ 
respect and dignity, there is a pos- 
s ibilüy that we can change all of the 
conditions and that we can possibly 
win* And this is callêd remtutionary 
enthusiasm and it is the kind of stuff 
that is needed in order to guarantee 
a victory, We say that if we tfijisf die, 
then we wilt die the death of the re- 
volutionary suïcide, The revohUitmary 
suïcide that say s that if I am pttf 
down, if l am drivétt out, I refuse to 
be swept out with a broom* l wouM 
much rather be driven out with a stick, 
ÖÉcaitse iini/e the broom, wtoen I am 
driven ff ivill humiliate me and 

I will la&e my self-respect. Bid if I 
am driven out with the stick, then at 
least ï can remain mih the dignity of 
a man and die the ffódiiff of a man, 
rather titan die the death of a dog* 
Of course, our real desirg rs to Iiue t 
but we will nol be cowed, we will not 
be intimidated*

Nvt to be disin¬ 
teres ted in ihe sonse that you want to 
walk aff from the problem , bui disin- 
terested m the particular ouicome, In 
other words, you will nat premate on 
outcome, you jusf want to hnow the 
facts. The ether thing is that Science 
starts off with a basic pre mi s e that is 
very important. And from time to time 
I will ask you to stipulate o few things 
with me. You See that even Science 
starts off with a basic belief Most 
baste premises start out with a belief 
because it is very important , And 
because it is very difficuH *0 test yaur 
first premise. Bul ajïer we agree or 
stipulate a first premiss we then cm 
have on intelligent argument because 
then wc uxndd just require eack other 
to be consistent down to a valid con- 
dus ion. So tonight I wouid ask you 
to stipulate that on êxtemal world 
exists, An extemal warld exisis in¬ 
dependent ly of uS, in Spite of whether 
we are around or not, In other words, 
the extemal wortd is & reaiity. The 
seccrnd thing that I would like for you 
to stipulate is that things are m a 
constant state of change, or trans- 
formation, rather. in other words, flux, 
flux r ail is flux. Aft er we agree fc that, 
wê can go on with our discussion. 

You know. the saentijic m ithod 
re lies keavity on a concept they call 
empinciifm. But the problem with em¬ 
pirie ism is that it lells you very little 
tibout the fuiure, it on/y tells you aboui 
the past, In other tvords, it can only 
telt you abóut what you gained through 
observatioh amt experience and that is 
always past tense, So, therefvre,aman 
by the name of Kart Marx integrated o 
theory developed by Immanuel tfanf 


calied rationa te. Kant calied his prv- 
cc.ss of reasoning pure reason, because 
Kanl's reasemng did nat depend on the 
ex te ma i ivo rld. U on ly dep ended on con - 
sistency. It only depended uj&on deating 
with symbols in such a way where you 
manipüiated them to come up with a 
conclusion based upon reasvn, For ex- 
ample T "/ƒ the shy is ahove my head, 
when I fum my head upwards, / wilt 
see the sky'f Th pre is nothing wrong 
with that , Mxiter vf fixct, that is the 
truth. But I haven*t said anything aboïd 
the existence of the sky, I soid 
And that is why with rationele we do nol 
have to depend upon the extemat world r 
With empiricism twe oon teil very little 
abmd the future, So what will we do? 
In order to onderstand what i$ hap¬ 
pening in the world, Marx found it 
necessary tv integy'ate ratianale with 
empiricism and he came up witha con¬ 
cept calied dialectica! mater ialism, be¬ 
cause after we integrale these twoeon- 
cepis or these two «ayi of thinking, 
not on ly are we in terneft with that world 
Out si de us, but we ran oïso exptom 
that eonston? state of transformation 
and, therefare, mahe some />redfictifoFi5 
abóut' the outcome of the pkenomenc 
that is not oniy m constant change but 
idsv tn conflict, attempting to reach 
some harmony . 

You frrïóiö also, that Marx.asasocial 
scientisi, criticized other 5ocicf 
scientists because he feit that some of 
them aitempted to exptain phanomena, 
or part of phenomena, by tak mg it out 
of its environment, isolating ü and 
putting it into a category, and nof 
lettmg anyone hnow about the fuet that 
oncé he took it out of its environment, 
onoe he look this particular set of 
oonrfttfons ou/ of rts environment fhe 
pificnomeno was transformed, It was not 
the same l In other words with a dis¬ 
cipline such as sodalogy where we 
woulc/ study the activity of groups 
and how grvups hvld together and hout 
fall apart without understanding 
e very thing ehe that is happening ond 
e very thing that is connected to the 
group, we gei a false cone/U 5 ïOtt 

about the nature of the group. So what 
Marx attempled to do was to deuefop a 
UHiy of thinking that wouitf exptain 
phenomena. 

In the physicai world, when forces 
collide, they are transformed. In 
physics, l think that they soy that when 
atoms collide, that Ihey dimde in to 
electrons, prof ons and nutrons, ïf I 
remember correcUy. What kappened 


to the atomy tt wos transformed. In 
the soctal world the some hoppens, 
or a similor thing. We can apply the 
satne pnnciple. in sooioto^fy, u-Jfen two 
cultures collide a process occurs or a 
condition. occurs which 1 believe the 
Socivlagisfs call öccu/tunitïutt, uhere 
two cii itu re s are modified because vf 
contact. WêII Marx calied the social 
forccs , when the social forces cvllided, 
or classes, he calied that a contra- 
dlction . In the physicai world, when 
physicai forces collide sometimes we 
call it just that, a coUision. For ex- 
ample, when two cats meet head on, 
trying to occvtpy the same space of the 
sarne time, both are trofts/ormeek 
Sometimes other things happen. Matter 
offact y few tliose fwo cors been (unted 
back to back and sped off in appasite 
directions, they locruioT not be having a 
Lonlradicfim , they uttutd he contrary, 
co vering liiÉ^eï-eFit spoees at different 
times. Sometimes when people meet, 
we argue and we m*ss eacft other. We 
miss each other because, in the first 
place, we think we*re having a contra- 
dïcfïon wftefi we*re onty being contrary. 
For example, I would say the wall is 
ten feet tatl and you uxndd say the 
wall is redt and we would argue all 
day thinking we^re having a con- 
tradiction wften actually we*re 
eoitf rary, When peopte argue , when om 
offers a thesis oud the other offers 
an antithesis, we say ihere*s a contra- 
dictian, and wé hope that if w& argue 
lotig ert ough. provided that we agree on 
one first premise, that probably we hope 
that we can have some kind ofsynthesis. 
And tonight l hope I can have some form 
of agree ment or synihesis with those 
whe have criticized the Black Panthe.r 
Party, 

[ think that the mistaks is either that 
some peoplé have titfren the apporent 
as the oeiiwit ^tef, in spite of their 
daim io Schvlarty research and in 
spite af their claim that they /oiforo 
the discipline of dialectical ma- 
tériaUstn * They faii to search de e per, 
like the scientist is required to do. To 
get beyond the appareni and come u p 
with thé more significant, I knoto you 
wonder how Ihis connecls with ihe Black 
Panther Party. Pil explain that. The 
Black Panther Party is a Marxist- 
Leninist Party because we follow the 
dialectical mdhadand wé also intëgrate 
Ikeory with practice, What we are not 
-We are not mechanicat Marxists and

AU Jour of these comrades we re 
revóhdionanes u>ho had dedicated their 
lives tn the strugglê for the liberatitm 
of their paaple from the System of op- 
p re s si on Jmown as the U.S.A , 

Three of them, Jachson, McClain, 
and Cbrïstmas were killed outside the 
courtroom in a gun battle ivith po dee¬ 
rn en and prison guards who rnoved to 
block the escape. The jitdge toss disu 
killed in the shooting, and the Pro- 
Secuting Attotney was i counded. 

A few days later f the authorïtïes 
rssued an arrest warrant for Angola 
Davis, charging that shehadpurchased
